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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Nomura shows the use of Co which is known to 
combine with tungsten carbide to form intermetalic compounds for example in his table 1 and at col. 9, In. 29+. Cr is known for wear 
resisting for example in Mori col. 12, In. 65. Nothing of record shows that the claimed ranges do more than adjust the durability and wear 
of the drill to an optimized point using known techniques in alloys. 
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
